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Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record do not show the solid state image pick up device 
comprising a vertical transfer channel having a winding shape, a first vertical transfer 
electrode formed between the photoelectric converting devices, and the second vertical 
transfer electrode formed on the side of the photoelectric converting device in which the 
first vertical transfer electrode and the second vertical transfer electrode corresponding 
to the photoelectric converting devices for the same row are driven in response to 
driving signals having the same phase.
